While they 
were all at Table, and drinking excellent Wines, 
the Traytor Aboulfatah privately convey d into 
the Cup of the Son of . Adelaziz, without any 
body's perceiving it, a certain Powder, that in R 
Moment takes away the Senſes, makes the Body 
fall 4nto-a lethargick Sleep, and reſemble a Car- 
cals that has — dead. The young 
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had ſcarce put the Cup to his Lips, ere he began 
to faint: His Servants ran to his Aſſiſtance, but 
ng ſaw in him all the Signs of a dead 
Man. They laid him on a Sofa,'and began to 
ery bitterly over bim. All the Gueſts, ſtruck 
with a ſudden Terror, were ſeiz d with Aſto- 
niſhment. As for Aboulfatah, tis not to be ex- 
preſſed how well he carried on his Diſſimula- 
tion: He was not content to feign an immode- 
rate Grief; he rent his Clothes, and excited by 
his Example all the reſt to Affliction. He or- 
der d afterwards that he ſhould be clad in a Cot- 
fin of Ivory and Ebony, and during that time 
ſeiz d on all the Effects of Aboulcaſem, and car- 
ried them to the King's Palace. 
The Noiſe of the young Man's Death was 
Joon ſpread thro the whole City : All Perſons 
of both Sexes went into Mourning, and at- 
tended at the Gate of his Palace, according to 
the Cuſtom of their Country, with: their Feet 
naked, and their Heads uncover'd ; Theold Men 
and young, the Matrons and Maidens, all diſ- 
 Jolvd in Tears.

The Rich and the Poor were equally touch d 
with his Death: The Rich bewail'd a Friend 
that agreeably entertain'd them, and the Poor a 
Benefactor who never fail'd to feed them with 
his unweary'd Charity. In ſhort, there was a

The unfortunate Aboulcaſem was lock d up in

Wretch, ſays 
et that Miniſter: to him, know that I am the Cauſe 
n of your Misfortune: It is by my Orders that

, ſure. I will tear you to pieces; I will invent. 


] every Day new Puniſhments to make your Life 
d inſupportable. In a Word, I will never ceate 
d to torture you, till you deliver me that hidden 
1 Wealth, whereby you live with more Gran- 
h deur than Kings. You may do as you pleaſe, 
a antwers Aboulcaſem, I will never diſcover my 
c Treaſure.

He had no ſooner ſpoke theſe Words, but 
n the wicked and treacherous Aboulfarah made 
of bis Slaves lay hold on the unhappy: Son of 
e Aldelaxix; then he took from beneath his Robe 
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@Wiip made of Thongs of a Lion's Hide, twiſt 
ed cloſe together; with this (he-laſh'd-.him ſo 
long, and with ſuch Violence, that at, length he 
fainted away:; when the Viſter ſaw dim in that 


Condition, he commanded his Slaves to put him 


into his Coffin again, which having done, they 
ſnut him in the Tomb and retired. The Viſiet 
went the next Day to give an account to the 
King of what he had done: Sir, ſaid he, I try d 
Yeſterday Abaulcaſems Reſolution, he has 


hav'd himſelf hitherio with great Cnurage, but 
I believe he cannot feſiſt tlie Torments I haue 


— for him; the Prince, who was not els 
ar barous than his Miniſter, ſaid to him, Viſer, 
I am ſatisfied with what you have done, I hope 
we ſhall underſtand ſhortly where his Treaſure 
is; nevertheleſs we ought to fend away the Cou- 
rier without deferring it any longer. But What 
ſhall we write to the Calif? Inform him, fays 
Aboul ſatah, that Aboulcaſem being apprized that 

our Place was given to him, in making great 

ejoicings and publick Entertainments, died 


ſuddenly of a Debauch; the King approved 


this Thought: They writ this to Haroun Arra- 
fehid, aud ſent away the Courier. 1. 20 
The Viſier, who flatter'd himſelf that Aboul- 
caſem wou'd the next Day diſcover his Treaſure, 
went from the City with a Reſolution to make 
him undergo new Torments ; but being come 
to the Tomb, he was ſurpriz d to find the Door 


open: He enter d muchconcern'd, and not ſee- 


ing the Son of Abdelaziz in the Coffin, he rag d 
like a Man diſtracted; he return preſently. to 
the Palace, and related this Accident to the King, 
who being ſeiz d with a deadly Fear, ſaid to him, 
© Waſchy, what will become of us? Since the 

; young 
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young Man has eſcaped us, we are undone ; he 


will not fail to go to Bagdad, and acquaint'the 
Calif with this Matter. ** 

Aboulſatah on his part, in Deſpair that he had 
no longer in his Power, this Victim of his Avarice 
and Cruelty, ſaid to the King his Maſter, I wiſh to 
Heaven I had taken away his Life, that then he 
might have given us no more Trouble; if he is 
fled, as there is no doubt, he cannot be gone far 
from hence ; let us go with all the Guards and 
ſearch about the Town, I hope we may find him 
again. The King reſfolv'd preſently on ſo impor- 
tant a Search, he aſſembled the Soldiers, and di- 
vided them into two Bodies, whereof one he 


gave to the Viſier, and the other he headed him- 


ſelf: The Troops ſpreading themſelves into all 
the neighbouring Parts of the _— while 
they were ſearching Abonlcaſem in the Villages, 
Woods and Mountains, the Viſier Giafar, who 
was upon the Road, met with the Courier, who 


aid to him, it is in vain, Sir, to proceed to Baſ- 


ra, if Aboulcaſem is the only Occaſion of your 
Journey, for the young Man 1s dead, his Fune- 
ral was celebrated ſome Days ago, my Eyes were 
the ſorrowful Witneſſes of that fad Solemnity. 
Giafar, who had pleas'd himſelf with the thoughts 
of tceing the new King, and preſenting him with 
with his new Patent, was much afflicted to hear 
of his Death; he bath'd himſelf with Tears, and 
not thinking it worth while to continue his 
Journey, return'd to Bagdad. 
As ſoon as he was arrived there, he went to 
the Palace with the Courier; the Sadneſs which 
appear'd in his Face, tnade the Emperor think 
ſome Misfortune had happen d: Ah Giafar! ſaid 
the Prince, your Return . very quick, what 
5 18 
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is the News? Commander of the Believers, an- 
wers the Viſier, you will be ſurpriz d at the fad 
Nes I have to tell you; Aboalcaſem is no more, 
fince our Departure from Baſra the young Man 
died. Haroun Arraſchid had no ſooner heard 
theſe Words than he threw himſelf from his 
Throne to the Ground; he remain'd ſome time 
ſtretchd on the Floor, without ſhewing any 
Sigus of Life; they haſten d to his Relief, and 
when he was recover d from his fainting, he 
turn d to the Courier, and demanded his Diſpat- 
ches; the Courier preſented them to him, and the 
Prince read them with a great deal of Attention: 
He then ſhut himſelf up in his Cloſet with Gi4- 
far ; he ſhewed him the King of Baſra's Letter, 
and-after reading it ſeveral times, the Calif ſaid, 
this Story does not appear to be well laid; I ful- 
pect the King of Baſra and his Viſier: Inſtead of 


executing my Orders, they have kill d Aboulca- 


fem. Sir, ſays Giafar, in his turn, I harbour 
the ſame Suſpicions, and it is my Opinion that 
you ſeize both of them: I reſolve to have it done 
as ſoon as poſſible, replies Haroun, take Ten thou- 
ſand of my Horſe- Guards, march to Baſra, and 
ſeize both the Offenders, and bring them hither 
to me: Iwill revenge the Death of the moſt ge- 
nerous Man in the World: Giafar obey d, he 
choſe Ten thouſand Horſe, and .march'd away 
with them. 

We come now. to the Son of Abdelaziz, to tell 
you why the Viſier Aboulfatah cou d not find him 
again in the Tomb where he left him. The young 


Man, after having lain ſome time in a Trance, 


began to come to himſelt, and perceiv'd him- 
ſell ſeiz d by ſome ſtrong Arm, who pull'd him 


dut of his Coffin and laid him on the 9 :

He beliey'd that it was the Viſier and; his 
Slaves, that were come to torment him once 
more: Villains, ſaid he, kill me if you are ſen- 
ſible of any Pity : Free me from my Sufferings, 
which are in vain, ſince I declare to you again, 
that all your Tortures can never extort the Secret 
from me. Fear nothing, young Man, anſwets 
one of the Perſons who had pull'd him out of the 
Coffin, inſtead of coming to miſuſe you, We are 
come to your Relief. At theſe Words,  Abonlog- 
ſew open d his Eyes, caſt them upon his Delive- 
rers, and knew one of them was the young Lady 
to whom he had ſhewn his Treaſure. Ah! Ma- 
dam, ſaid he, is it to you I owe my Lite? Yes, 
Sir, anſwer d Balkis, it is to me and Prince Aly 
my Lover, whom you fee here; being inform 
of your Generoſity, he wou'd partake with me 
in the Pleaſure of delivering you from Death. It 
is true, ſaid Prince Aly, and I will expole my 
Life a thouſand times, rather than ſuffer ſo brave 
a.Man to die. 1 2 
The Son of Abdelaziz having entirely reco- 
ver'd the uſe of his Senſes, by the Aſſiſtance of 
{ome Liquors they gave him, return d. ſuch ſuj- 
table Thanks to the Lady and Prince Aly as were 
due to them for ſuch Service, and ack d them 
how they came to know that he was ſtill alive? 
Sir, ſaid Balkis to him, 1 am the Viſier Aboulſa- 
tabs Daughter, and I gave no Credit to the. falſe 


Report of your, Death, for I. ſuſpected my Fa- 


ther to be guilty of all he has done; aud, to be 
certain ot it, I brib'd one of his Slaves, who has 
confeſs d the whole Truth to me. This Slave-is 
one of thoſe who was here wih him, and Who, 
being intruſted with the Key of the Tomb, gave - 
it to me: J immediately inform d Prince Aly pf - 
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it, who haſted to come to me with one of his 
moſt faithful Domeſticks ; we made all the Ex- 
pedition we could, and are thankful to Heaven 
that wecaine not too late. O Gods! cry'd Aboul- 
caſem, Is it then poſſible that ſo treacherous and 
| Eruel a Father can have ſo generous a Daughter? 
Let us be gone, Sir, ſaid the Prince Aly, let us 
Joſe no Time; I make no diſpute, but the Vi- 
Her not finding you in the Tomb to Morrow, 
will fearch after you with all the Care poſſible, 
but I will conduct you to my Houſe : You will 
be ſafe there, for they will not ſuſpect that 1 
give you 1 Then Aboulcaſem put on 
a Slaves Habit, after which they went from the 
Tomb, which they left open, and took the Road 
to the Town. Balkis return d by her ſelf, and 
ave the Key of the Tomb to the Slave, and 
Prince Aly took with him the Son of Abdelaxix, 
whom he hid ſo well, that his Enemies could 
get no Tidings of him. : 
Aboulcaſem remain'd in the Houſe of Prince 
Ah, whoentertain'd him with the utmoſt Cour- 
teſie, till ſuch time as the King and the Vi- 
ſier deſpair'd of finding him, gave over their 
Search; then Prince Aly gave him a very fine 
Horſe, and loaded him with Gold and Jewels, 
fying to him, you may now make your Eſcape, 
Roads are open, your Enemies know not 
-what 1s become of you, and you may retire 
where-ever you pal. The Son of Abdelaziz 
thank d the generous Prince for his Favour, and 
#flured him he would have it in eternal Remem- 
* brance ; Prince Ah embrac'd him, took leave, and 
pray d Heaven to conduct him ſafe, Aboulcaſem 
took the Road of Bagdad, and arrived happily 
there after ſome Days travel; when he was come 
into 
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into the City, the firſt thing he did, was to go 
to the Place where the Merchants met, or the 
Exchange. The hopes he had of ſeeing him 
whom he had treated at Baſra, and telling his 
Story to him, was his only remaining Conſola- 
tion; he was concern d that he could not find 
him, he run thro the whole Town, and look d 
upon every Body he met, but finding himſelf 
weary, he fat down before the Calif's Palace > 
The little Page, which he had given to thatPrince, 
was then at the Window, and this Child ha- 
ving by Accident caſt his Eyes upon him, knew 
him: He run preſently tothe Emperor's Apart- 
ment; Sir, ſaid he to him, I have this Moment 
ſeen my old Maſter with whom I liv'd at Baſra. 
Haroun not giving Credit to him, ſaid, thou 
art miſtaken, Aboucaſem is dead; deceiv'd by 
ſome Reſemblance of him, thou haſt taken ano- 
ther for him: No, no, Commander of the Faith- 
ful, replies the Page, I am very certain it is him- 
ſelf, I know him well enough : Tho' the Calif 
did not believe this News, yet he was willing 
to be ſatisfy d, and ſent directly one of his Off 
cers wWith the Page, to ſee if the Man, whom he 
ſuppoled to be, was really the Son of Abdelazzz ; 
they found him in the fame Place, becaufe on 
his Part, thinking he had known the little Page, 
he waited to ſee when the Child would come 
to the Window again. When the Page was ful- 
ly fatisfty'd that he was not miſtaken, he fell 
down at Aboulcaſem's Feet, who rais d him up, 
and ask d him, if he had the honour to belong to 
the Cilif? Yes, Sir, anſwer'd the Child, it is 
the Commander of the Faithful himſelf, whom 
you entertain'd at Baſra, and it was to him you 
made a Preſent of me; come along with _ - r,

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added he, the Emperor will be very glad to ſee 
you. At this Diſcourſe the young Man of Ba, 
ra's Surprize was great, he follow'd the Page and 
the Officer into the Palace, and was preſently in- 
troduc'd into the Apartment of Harozn; that 
Frince was fitting on a Sofa, he found himſelf 


ſenſibly affected at the Sight of Aboulcaſem , 
he roſe up with an Air of Pleaſure, and ad- 


vancing to the young Man, held him faſt in 


his Arms and embraced him, without being 
able toſpeak a Word, io much was he tranſpor- 
ted with Joy. When he was recover'd from the 
Extaſy he found himſelf in by this Adventure, 
he {aid to the Son of Abdelaziz, O young Man, 
lift up your Eyes, and behold your happy Gueſt! 
*twas me you received ſo well, and to whom you 
made tuch Preſents as no King can equal. At 
theſe Words, Aboulcaſem, who was no leſs aſto- 
nithed than the Calit, on whom, out of a pro- 
found Reſpect, he had not dar'd to caſt an Eye, 


look'd on him, and knowing him to be the ſame 
Perſon, cry'd out, O my Sovereign Maſter ! 


King of the World, is 1: you that came to {ce 
your Slave? In taying this, he fell upon his 
Ke at the Emperor s Feet, who rais d hin up, 
and made him fit down with him on, the Sofa. 
How is it poſſible, 1a1d the Prince to him, that 
you ſhould. be yet alive? Then Aboulcaſem ic la- 
ted the Cruclties of Aboulfi:ah, and by what Ac- 
cident he was. deliver d trom the Fury of the 
Viſiter. Haroun heard him very attentively, and 
then ſaid to him, I am the Cauſe ot your laſt 
Misfortunes: Being come to agdad, I began to 
make you my Returns of Gratitude tor your pre- 


ſents, I'ſent a Courier to the King of Baſra, 1 
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let him know my Intention was that he ſhould 


reſign the Crown to you; inſtead of executing 
my Orders, he reſolv'd to take _ your Life, 


for you cannot doubt but that Aboulfarah wou'd 
have murder'd you, but that the hopes he had that 
Tortures wou'd ſoon have oblid you to diſco- 
ver your Treaſure, was the ſole Cauſe that made 
him defer your Death: But you ſhall: be re- 
yene'd, Giafar is gone with a great many Troops 
to Baſra, J have given him Orders to ſeize your 
two Perſecutors and bring them to me; mean 
while do you remain in my Palace, and you 
ſhall be attended by my Officers as my ſelf. 

In faying theſe Words, he took the young 
Man by the Hand, and led him into a Garden 
full of moſt curious Flowers, where he ſaw ſe⸗ 
veral Bafins of Marble; Porphyry and Jaſper, 
that were made uſe of as, ſo many Stote-Pools 
for a vaſt Number of the fine(t-Fifth;- in the 
middle of the Garden appear'd-a Dome built up- 
on twelve Columns of black Marble that were 
high, whoſe Inſide was of Wood of Sanders and 
Aloes; the Intervals of the Columns were ſhut.

The Baths 
of Haroun Arraſchid were under the Dome, the 
Prince and his Gueſt bath'd themſelves, after 
which teveral Officers. rubb d and dry'd thein 
with the fineſt fort of innen, which-had never 
been uted- betore: They cloathed Aboulcaſem with 
rich Garments, then the Calif brought him into 
a Room where he made him eat with him; the 
Table was ſerv'd with Broths made of the Gra 
of Mutton, and with all- ſorts of white —_

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the Deſſert was compos'd of Pomegranates of the 
, Growth of Ana and of Ziri, of Apples of 
Exhlat, of Grapes of Melah and of Seviſe, and 
of Pears of paban: After they had eaten oſ theſe 
Viands and Fyuits, and drunk of the beſt of 
Wines, the Enferor conducted him into the A- 
partment of Zobeide the Queen. The Princeſs 
appear d upon a Throne of Gold, in the midi 
of her Slaves who were ſanding, and divided 
into two Files, ſome having Kettle-Drums, 
{ome ſoft Flutes, and others Harps ; they were 
not then playing on their Inſtruments, but were 
harkning with Attention to a Slave more beau- 
tiful than the reſt, who ſung a Song, the Senſe 
of which was much to this Purpole : That ne 
ſhould never love but once, and that we ſhould love 
4 long as we live; and while ſhe ſung, the Dam. 
ſel, that Aboulca ſem had given the Calif, plaid on 
her Lute of Aloes, Ivory, Sanders and Ebony. 
As ſoon as Zobeide ſaw the Emperor and the 

Son of Abdelaziz, ſhe deſcended from her Throne 
to receive them. Madam, ſays Haroun to her, 

ou will be pleas'd that I preſent to you my 

oſt of Baſra; the young Man proſtrated him- 
ſelf immediately before the Princeſs with his 
Face to the Ground: While he was in that Po- 
ſture, he heard a Noiſe among the Slaves, for 
che that ſung having caſt her Eyes on Aboulcaſem, 
gave a great Shriek and fainted away. The Em- 
peror and Zobeide turn'd preſently on that Side 
where the Slave was, and the Son of Abdelaziz 
riſing up, caſt his Eyes likewife upon her, and 
immediately fell into a Swogn; a deadly Pa leneſs 
ſpread over his Face, and he was taken for dead. 
The Calif, ready to aſſiſt him, took him in his 
Arms, and by degrees he recover d of his faint- 
ing 
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ing Fit: When Ne come to himſelf, 
he ſaid io tlie Prince, Commander of the Faith- 
ful, you xno the Adventure that befel me at 
Cairo ; this Slave you ſee is the Perſon that was 
thrown into the Nite with me, it is Dardania. 
Is it poſſible, cries the Empeſ Heaven be 
eternally prais'd for ſo wonderful an Event; * 

During this time, the Slave, by the Aſſiſtance 
of her Fellow- Slaves, regain'd likewiſe the uſe 
of her Senſes; ſhe would have proſtrated her 
ſelf at the Feet of the Calif, who hinder'd ther, 
and ask d her by what Miracle ſhe was ſtill alive, 
after having been thrown into the Vile? Com- 
mander of the Faithful, ſays ſhe, 1 fell into a 
Fiſher's Nets, who by good Fortune drew them 
out that Moment; he was much ſurprizd to 
have met with ſuch a Draught, and perceiv ing 
that I yet breath d, he carried me into his Houſe 
where by his Care being brought to Lite, I told 
him my deplorable Story: He was ſtartled at it, 
and fear d that theSultan of Egypt would come ta 
be inform that he had ſaved me; and apprehen- 


4 ding he (how'd loſe his Life by preſerving me, he 
| haſten'd to ſell me to adlave-Merchant who went 


to Bapdad : That Merchant brought me to this 
City, and 238 me a 'little while after to

As the Slave ſpoke, the Calif look'd 5. her 
conſiderately, and found her to be a moſt exqui- 
ſite Beauty: Aboulcaſem, cry d he, as ſoon as ſhe 
had let off ſpeaking, I am no longer ſurpriz d at 
all that you have preſerved your Heart entire 
thus long for ſo fait a Perſon. I return Thanks 
to Heaven for having brought her hither, and 
for giving -me ſuch an Opportunity of acquit- 
ting my ſelf to you: Dardania is no 3 a 
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Slave, ſhe 1s free: I believe, Madam, added he, 
turning himſelf towards Zobeide, that you will 


not in the leaſt oppoſe her Liberty; No, Sir, an- 


{wer'd the Princeſs; I grant it with Joy, and 
wiſh that theſe two Lovers may taſte the Sweets 
of a long and perfect Union, after the Misfor- 
tunes that have divided them. 

That is not all, replied Haroun. I will have

- Will make for three Days publick Rejoicings in 


Bagdad: | cannot treat my Hoſt of Baſra too ho- 


nourably, Ah! Sir, ſaid Aboulcaſem, throwing

the Emperor gave Orders for their Marriage, 
which was celebrated with a great deal of Pomp: 


he publick Rejoicings that followed, laſted till 
he Viſier Giaſar return'd with his Troops, who 
rought Aboul ſatah faſt bound in Chains; as for: 
the King of Baſra, he was dead with Grief, for 
not having, been able to recover Aboulcaſem. 
As ſoon as Gialar had given an Account of his 
Commiſſion to his Maſter, they rais d a Scaffold. 
before the Palace, and made the wicked Aboulfa- 
tah get upon it; all the People underſtanding 
the Cruelty of the Viſiter, inſtead of being 
touch d with his Misfortune, witneſſed thejr Im- 
patience to ſee him ſufter. The n 
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"WP /1:/ja:ah too culpable to grant him his Liberty 
as well as his Life, he order'd that the Viſier 
ſhould be confin'd to a dark Tower the Remain- 


der of his Days. When the People of Bagdad 
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waited with his Sabre in his Hand to take off the 
Head of the Offender, when the Son of Abdela- 
ziz proſtrating himſelf before the Calif, ſaid to 
him, Commander of Believers, I beg you wou'd 
{pare the Life of Aboulfatah, let him live and 
be Witneſs of my good Fortune, let him behold 
the great Goodneſs you have for me, and he will 
be e puniſh'd. O too generous Aboul- 
caſem, cries the Emperor, how well you deſerve 
to govern, how happy will the People of Baſra 
be in ſuch a King! Sir, ſaid the young Man, I 
have ſtill one Favour more to ask of yqu; give to 
Prince Aly the Throne you have defign'd for me,

what I know already. In ſpeaking theſe Words, 
the took two Vials of Glats which ſhe brought 
out of the Cave: She fet them down on the 
Ground, and threw into each a Gold Ring. At 
the ſame time ſhe -open'd her Book, and read 
ſome Magical Words. As ſoon as ſhe had done 
her Conjurations, we ſaw a Fire iflue out of 
one of the Vials, and a black thick Smoak out 
of the other; which, riſing up, and ſpreading 
themſelves thro' the Air, produced on a ſudden a 
terrible Thunder; but this Thunder ceafed pre- 
ſently, and nothing more proceeded from the 
Vils.

We return d our Thanks to Bedra for theſe 
valuable Gifts, and took Leave of her. We 
wailted not till our Return to Damaſcus to make 
Experiment of our Rings, but were reſolv d to try 
their Virtue in the Deſert. We only wiſhed to 
reſemble ſome Perſons that we knew, and pre- 
{ently we became intirely like them. When we 
were got to Damaſcus, Dilnouaze, who was not 
of a Humour to let her Ring he long uſclels, 
took upon her the Form of the fineſt Ladies in 
the City, to proſtitute her ſelf to their Lovers, 
and to get of them great Sums of Money.

Sir, 
Heaven hath heard my Prayers, and reſtored you 
to your People; 1 have govern'd your Domini» 
ons during your Abſence, and your Subjects, 
deſpairing of your Return, rais d me to the Em- 
ire; but I acknowledge you for my Lord and 
Ma „and beg of you to re-aſcend the Throne 
which your Slave hath poſſeſs d too long, The 
King related to the Viſter all that had happen'd 
to him, and that Miniſter was much aftonmiſh'd. 
Mean while the Grea: Mogul march'd into China

We were 
People of Buſineſs, and going with ſeverat 
other Merchants to trade, a large Troop of Rob- 
bers attack d our Caravan, and pillag d it. They 
only left us our Lives, and in that Condition 
you now fee us. We have croſſed Mount Cau- 
caſus, and are come hither without knowing 
any Part of the Country we have paſſed through, 
or whither we were going 
Ihe old Man, who was very compaſſionate'of 
the Troubles of the Afflicted, aflur'd- them that 
he was ſenſible of their Misfortunes; and the 
better to convince them of it, he offer d them 
his Houle, and that with ſo good a Grace, that, 
even had they not ſtood in need of his Offer, 
they could not well have told how to refule it. 
He ſhew'd them the Way, and they came to his 
Home by the Time that Day liglit began to 
cloſe. It was a little Houſe, meanly furnifh'& - 
with Goods, but ſuch as were there, were neat: 
and uſeful, and rather ſhow'd' an Ait of Mo- 
deſty than Want. The old Man, when he en- 
ter d, ſpoke ſoftly to one of his Slaves; who in 
a little Time brought two young: Merchants 
along with him, one of whom had a large Para 
cel of Men and Women's Cleath&- ready made, 
and the other was laden with all: Sorts of” Veils; 
Turbans. and Girdles. Prince Cala and his Fa- 
ther took each of them a Caffetan of Cloth, and 
a Suit of Brocade, with a. Turban of Jndian 
Linen, and the Princels a compleat Suit of Wo- 
men's Cleaths. Aker the Hoſt Had! paid the 
Merchants, and fent them away, he asked for 
Supper. Two. Slaves preſently ſpread the Tas 
ble, and the Buffet was ſet out with China 
Ware, and Wooden Plates made of Sanders and 
Aloes, 
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Aloes, with ſeveral Cups of Coral perfum d 
with Ambergreece. They ſerv'd up excellent 
Soup, with two Diſhes of Sturgeons Eggs. The 
Can, his Wife, and Calaf, ſet themſelves down 
with the old. Man, and eat of the Victuals be- 
fore them, which was ſucceeded with a Paſty of 
Amelove, a great Plate pyramided with dainty 
Fowls ſomewhat bigger than Partridges ; a Plate 
of T=iberica, an excellent Fiſh of the Volga, and 
two Sturgeons, with a Diſh of Caviere for the 
laſt Service. After which they drank three 
great Bottles of Cammez and Aqua Vitæ, made 
of Dates. The old Man, warm'd with the Li- 
quors he had drank, began to be in a pleaſant 
Humour, and did what he could to make his 
Gueſts merry ; but perceiving that he could not 
do it, and that they appear d intirely taken up 
with their Misfortunes ; 1 ſee plainly, ſaid he, 
that I ſtrive in vain to divert your Minds from 
the Accident that hath befallen you. Your 
Misfortune takes up all your Thoughts : Ne- 
vertheleis give me Leave to ſhew you, that in- 
ſtead of giving your ſelves up to theſe melan- 
choly Repreſentations, you ought to baniſh 
them out of your Remembrance. Comfort 
your ſelves for the Loſs you have ſuſtained from 
the. Robbers ; the Miſchance that afflicts you 
thus is nothing new: Travellers and Merchants 
meet with the like every Day. I my ſelf in my. 
Youth was robbed on the Road from Mon ſel to 
Bagdad, the Robbers took very conſiderably from 
me, and I thought I ſhould have loſt my Life. 
I found my ſeif in the ſame Condition you are 
in; however I took Comfort. It was very diſ- 
agreeable for a Man of my Condition to ſee my 


ſelf reduced to Beggary. I will relate my Story 
Wor s to 
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to you, ſince F ſee you are People in whom I 
107 eonfie peftap! it may be of Service to 
you. The Relation of my Misfortunes may en- 
courage you to ſupport your ſelves under yours. 
Having faid thefe Words, the good old Man 
2 his Slaves to retite, and begun after this 
nner.

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The Story of Prince Fadlallah, Son of Bin- 
Ortoc, King of Mouſel. 


I Was the Son of the late King of Mouſel, the 
Great Bin- Ortoc: As ſoon as I was twenty 
Years old, he wou'd have me marry ; he ſhew- 
ed me a great many young Slaves, ſome of whom 
were very handſome; look d upon em all with 
Indifference, there was not one that made the 
leaſt Impreſſion on me; they were ſenſible of it, 
they reddened with Rage, and retired full of An- 
Fer that they cou'd not gain my Heart. my Fa- 
ther was much ſurprized at my Coldneſs, he 
neither foreſaw nor expected it; on the contra- 


TY, he believed that being ſtruck with ſo many 
Beauties at once, I ſhould have been troubled 
how to make a Choice. I told him that I had 
as yet no Inclination to 1 and that per- 
haps it proceeded from the great Deſire I had to 
travel; and therefore I beg d that he wou d give 
me leave only to go to Bagdad, and that at uy 
Return I wou'd refolve to take a Wife. He 
wou d not compel nie to marry, but allo d me 
to take a Journey to Bagdad; and, to appear like 
the Son of a King in fo conſiderable a City, he 
order d ine a magnificent Equipage. He * 
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his Treaſury, and loaded four, Camels with Pic- 
ces of Gold; he appoipted, me Officers of his 
Houſhold to ſerve me witli a bundred Soldiers 
to conduct me as my Guard. I departed. from 
Mou ſel with my Retinue for Bagdad: We met 
with no Accident for tome Days; but one Night, 
as we were at reſt in a Meadow where we had 
encamp'd, we found our ſelves ſo vigorouſly at- 
tack d, and that by ſo large a Number of Bedouin 
Arabs, that the greateſt part of my People were 
murder'd, cre I knew 7 Dagger I was in; 1 
defended my. ſelf with what remain d of in 

Guards, and the Officers of my Fatber's Houſ- 
hold; we charg'd the Arab with ſo much Fu- 
ry, that there fell three hundred before us. The 
Day coming on, the Brigades which had ſur- 
rounded us, being aſham'd and irritated by the 
obſtinate Reſiſtance of a handful of Men, redou- 
bled their Efforts ; and it was no longer to any 
purpoſe to fight as we did like deſperate: Men, 
for we. were forc'd to yield to their ſuperior 
Strength; they took away our Arms and Cloaths, 
and inſtead of making Priſoners of us, in order 
to ſell. us for Slaves, or to ſuffer. us to go at Li- 
Ro as Men who needed no Addition to their 
Wretchedneſs, conſidering the miſerable Condi- 
tion to which they bad brought us; they reſol- 
ved to revenge the Death of their Compa nions, 
and were ſo baſe and barbarous, as to put to 
the Sword à Parcel ot Men who could no longer 
defend themſelves. All my People periſh d, and 
as, I was- going to, be made a Sacrifice with. the 
Tell, I made my ſelf known to the, Robbers; 
Bold Wrctches, ſaid I, haye . regard; to Roya

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minions. Fam glad, faid the Chief of the Arabr,.

of our Comtades that have fallen into his Hands, 
thou ſhalt be treated after the ſame anner. In 
ſhort, they bound me, and after they Had felz d 
my Equipage; they carry'd me to the Foot of a 
Mountain, betwixt two Foreſts, where there 
was an infinite Number of little Tents pitch'd, 
and this wat their Retreat: L was conducted in- 
to the. Tent of theit Chief, which was raſs d ift 
the: Middle: of the others and appear d abun- 
dantly larger thanlany of the reſt. They kept 
me one Day otily, after which they bound me 
to a Tree, where, in expectation of a une 
Death, which was to put an end to my Life, 
whoſe Courſe was but — begun, I had the 
Morti fication to ſee my-ſelf ſurfouuded by all 
theſe Banditti, who inſulted me with. reprbach- 
ful Words, and took a Pleafure' to abuſe inf 
rerile me. 4 bert OE 
It was already a long time that had been 
bound to the Tree, and the laſt oments of m 
Life were not far off, when a Spy came te ac- 
quaint the Chief of the Arabs, that a fair Oppor- 
tunity offer d it ſelf but ſeven Leagues off, and 
that a great Caravan was to eneamp the next 
Night in a certain Place. The Chief preſently 
order d his Companions to prepare for mazching; _ 
which was done in a little time; they all moun- 
ted their Horſes and left me, not doubting in the 
leaſt but that they ſhould find me dead at their 
Return.

I thank'd my Delive- 
rer, and march'd all Night, without loſing the 
| Read which ſhe had ſhewn me. The next Day 
I percaved a Man on foot, who drove before 
him a Horſe Ioaded with two great Packs: 1 
join d him, and after having told him that 1 
was an unfortunate ranger that had loſt my 
Way, and knew not the Country, I ask'd him 
where he was going. I am going, reply'd he, to 
ſell Goods at Bagdad, where I ſhall arrive in 
two Days: I accompany'd'this Man, and left 
bim not till we came into the City; he went 
where: his Buſineſs call d him, and I retired in- 
to a Moſque, where I continued two Days and 
two Nights. I had but little deſire to ir from 
thence, I was afraid of meeting ſome People 
from foxſe! that might know me; I was ſo a- 
ſham d to be ſeen in the Diſtreſs I was in, that,

I remain'd motionleſs before the old Slave, in- 
ſtead of giving her Thanks as I ought to have 
done: I was ſo ſurpriz'd, ſo confounded, ſo loſt 
in Love, that {he cook me undoubtedly for a 
Fool; She went away, and left me in the Street 
to lopk at the Window in vain; for the Wind 
no more blew aſide the Curtain ; I paſs'd the 
reſt of the Day waiting for another favourable 
Blaſt. When Iſaw the Night come on, I thought 
of retiring ; but before I ſtray d from that Houſe, 
Lask d an old Man that paſs'd by, if he knew 
whom it belong d to. It is, anſwer d he, Seig - 
ncur Aauaſfac s Houſe, he is the Son of Abdaue, 
2 Perſon of Quality, very rich, and a Man of 
gur; it is not long ſince he was Governour - 
of this Place, but he fell out with the Cady, who 
found out ways to miſrepreſent him to the Ca- 
lif, and turn him out of his Government. In 
reflecting on this Adventure, I was inſenſibly 
ot out of the City, and was come into a great 
Church: yard, or Burying place, where Lreſoly'd 
to ſpend that Night.

preſſed a great deal of Impatience of ſeeing me, 
that he might reftore to me my Diadem, and 
become the firſt of my Subjects. This News 
made me take a Reſolution of haſtening my 
Return to 4foyſel.. I took Leave of the Prince 


of the Faithful, who gave me 3000 Horle to 


guard me to my own Kingdoms; and after em- 
3 Mouaſfac and his Wife, I parted for 
89 2 with my dear Zemroude, who would 
have dy d for Grief in leaving her Father and 
Mother, if the Love ſhe had for me had not 
moderated her Affliction.1 . 
I had ſcarce got Half- way from Bagdad to 
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diſcover'd the Van of a Pody of Troops which 
marched [trait upon us. I beliey'd they might 
be the Arabs again. I put all my People in Bat- 
talia, and made a Diſpoſition to engage them, 
when my Spies 1nform'd me, that the Men we 
took for Robbers and Enemies, were the Troops 
of Mouſel, who: came to meet me, and that 
Amadeddin headed them. That Prince on his 
Side having been appriz'd who we were, came 
from his ſmall Army with all the principal 
Lords to ſalute me, and welcome me into my 
own Dominions. He ſpoke: to me conformably 
to his Letter, that is to ſay, in a ſubmiſſive and 
reſpectful Manner, and all the Perſons of Qua- 
lity, who attended him, aſſured me of their Zeal 
and Fidelity.

* I causd to be plac'd in 
her Apartment whatever was very curious and 


rare, and moſt agreeable to look upon, and gave 


her twenty five young Georgian Lad ies, who 
were Slaves in my Father's Seraglio, to wait up- 
on her. Some ſung, others play'd pertectly 
well on the Lute and Harp, and ſome danc d 


with all the Art and Grace and Agility poſſible. 


I alſo appointed her ati Aga, with twelve ack 
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Eunuchs, each of which had ſome particular 
Talent that was proper to divert her. 

I govern'd the moſt faithful and zealous of Sub- 
jets: I loyd Zemroude more than ever, and 
was belov'd again. I liv'd happy, when a young 
Derviſe came to my Court : He introduced him- 
ſelf to all the principal Lords by his pleaſant and 
agrceable Wit: He preſently gain d their Friend- 
ſhip and Affection by his facetious Repartees, 


and the Brightneſs of his Converſation : He at- 


tended them a Hunting, diverted and drunk 
with them a-Nights, and was coveted by every 
Body. He was mentioned to me by all the 
Courtiers as a Man of 'the moſt charming and 
agreeable Company. In a Word, they inflamed

They refolv'd] 
on this, and the Day following the Prince put 
himſelf among the Porters that ply'd about the 
Tents, and waited 'for ahy Body that would 
make uſe of him: But by tuck, it happen d 


that no Perſon imploy'd him: So that half his 


Day was ſpent, and he had got nothing: This*- 
vexd him fore; If I cannot manage my Affafts 
better than this, ſaid he to himſelf, how that T.

Calaf was very attentive to the old Woman's 
Relation; 1 cannot comprehend, ſaid he to her, 
after ſhe had done ſpeaking, how there ſhould 
be any ſuch Princes found, whoſe Judgments 
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were ſo weak, as to go and demand the Princeſs 
of China? What Man but would be diſcourag d 
by the Conditions, without which he could 
not obtain her ? Beſides, whatever the. Painters 
might ſay who drew her Picture, though they 
may boaſt that their Work 1s nothing but an 
imperfect Image of her Beauty; I rather believe 
they have lent her Charms, and that their Pain- 
tings are Pieces of Flattery, ſince they have pro- 
duced fuch powerful Effects.

1n your Imagination whatſoever can contribute 
to make up a perfect Beauty, and be aſſured you | 
cannot imagine an Object that is equal io the 
roll 3.51 s ! ta rhe?

The Nogaian Prince could not give Credit to 
his Hoſtets's Diſcourſe, which appear d to him 
Hyperbolical ; yet, without knowing why, he 
reflected on it with a ſecret Pleaſure. Bur, Mo- 
ther, reply'd he, the Queſtions which the King's 
Daughter, propoſes, are they ſo difficult that 
they cannot be anſwer d, ſo as to ſatisfy the 
Doctors of the Law who are the Judges, For 
my part.

' Noiſe of Kertle-Drums ; and Bells, which being 


hung at the top of the Tower, were heard. at a 
great diſtance. At the ſame time twenty Man- 
darins, and as many Perſons belonging to the 
Law , all cloath'd in long Robes of white 
Wooll, march'd out oft the Palace, and advan- 
ced to the Scaffold, and after walking round it 
three times, they (at themſeives down in the Pa- 
vilions prepared for them. Then the Victim 
appear d, adorn'd with Flowers interwoven with 
Leaves of Cypreſs, with a blue Cap on his 
Head, and not a red one, as the Criminals have, 
who are condemn'd by the Courts of Juſtice. He 
was a young Prince, ſcarce eighteen Years old, 
attended by a Mandarm, who held him by the 
Hand, and was tollowed by the Executioner ; 
they all three mounted the Scaffold, and preſently

People might hear. Prince, ſaid he, Is it not 
true that you were told the Tenor of the King's 
Edict, when you preſented Four ſelf to ask the 
Princeſs in Marrirge ? Ie it not true beſides, that 
the King us'd all bis Endeavours roperiuade you 
from ſo raſh an Enterprize ? The Prince having 
an{wer'd, yes: Acknowledge then, replies the 
Mandarin, that it is your Fault, if you this Day 
lole your Hife, and that the King and Princeſs 
are not guilty of your Death.

ſtions. The Officer at theſe Words looking on 
him with Surprize, faid to him, Prince, Do you 
know that you come hither then to ſeek your 
Death? You had better have ſtay'd in your 
own wing than have form'd the Deſign that 
brings you hither. Return home, and never 
flatter your ſelf with falſe Hopes of obtaining 
the barbarous Toxrandofte : Were you more 
learned than any of our Mandarins or Profeſſors 
of Sciences, you wou'd never be able to pene- 
trate into the Meaning of her ambiguous Que- 
ftions. I thank you for your Advice, reply d 
Calaf, but I came not hither to turn back again. 
Proceed then to Death, ſaid the Officer, with a 
melancholy Air, ſince it is not poſſible to hinder 
you; at the ſame time he permitted him to enter 
into the Palace, afterwards turning himſelf to- 
wards ſeveral other Officers who had heard their 
Converſation ; There is a young Prince, ſaid he

That Monarch, after 
having heard ſome of his Subjects, caſt his Eyes 
acidenaſh on the Nogaian Prince, who wasin 
. Knowing. him to be a Stranger, 
and perceiving by his noble Air and magnificent 
Apparel that he was not a common Perſon, he 
calld one of his Mandarins, and, with his Finger 
pointing to Calf, whifper'd to him to inform 
himſelf of his Quality, and the Buſineſs that 
brought him to that Court.

What Mad - 
neſs is this ? reply the King; Scarce one Prince 
bas loſt his Life, but another offers himſelf to 
risk the ſame Deſtiny. It looks as if they took 
| Pleaſure to ſacrifice themſelves. What Raſh- 
neſs! Conſider well with your ſelf, Prince, and 
be not thus prodigal of your. Blood. Lind a 
ſecret Pity growing in my Breaſt for you, and 
will uſe my utmoſt Endeavours to prevent your, 
Deſtruction. Return into your Father's Coun- 
try, and do not give him the Sorrow to under- 
ſtand by Fame that he bath no more a Son. 
Sir, ſaid Calf, Tam raviſh'd with, Joy to hear. 
from your Majeſty's own Mouth, that I have 
the Happineſs to. pleaſe you: It is a lucky Omen. 
Perbaps, being — ra with the Misfortunes 
that the Beauty of the Princeſs hath occa ſion d, 
Heaven hath, reſerved me to put a Stop to them, 
and at the ſame time to ſecure the Repoſe of 
your Life, which. is diſturbed by the Neceſſity of 
giving Sanction to ſuch cruel Actions. Do you 
know for certain that I ſhall anſwer amiſs to. 
the Queſtions that will be propos'd ? What Cer- 
. tainty have yau that, I ſhall periſh? Tho 
others have not been able to dive into the Ob- 
ſcurity of Tourandocte's Queſtions, is there there- 
fore a Neceſſity that I ſhall not be able to all- 
ſwer them? No, Sir, the Examples before me 
cannot make me renounce the Honour I con- 
ceive of being your Son- in-Law.

Day in thinking. * this momentous Affair; 
which you ſeem reſolved, to undertake; adviſe

| ou Reflexions thereon, and to. Morrow let me. 
| now what you refolve on. . 
Having ſpoke theſe, Words, he lefs Cala, who 
went out of the Palace, much mortified that he. 
muſt wait till che next. Day; for he was not 
| ſhock d at What the King bad repreſented to 
N him, but return'd to his Hoſtels, without re- 
flecting . upon the dreadful. Danger to which 
he was to be expos'd. When he came to the old 
Woman, and told her. what had pais'd at Court, 


ſhe began;to.argue, with him, and to.uſe all her 
| # Endeavows again ta diſſuade him from the En- b 
a terpriʒe; but ſhe. perceived ,no; other Effects ãt 

, produced, but ta inflame her young Gueſt, and 

. rendex, him yet more firm in his Relolution. In 


, | ſhort, 
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ſhort, he return d next Day to the Palace, and 
caus d his Arrival to be told to the King, who 
received him in his Cloſet, that no Perſon might 
be Witneſs of their Converſation. 
Well, Prince, ſaid Altoun-Can to him, come 
you hither to rejoice or afflict me? Have you 
chang d your Reſolution? Sir, reply'd Calaf, 
my Mind is ſtill in the ſame Diſpoſition. When 
I had the Honour Yelterday to preſent my ſelf 
before your Majeſty, 1 had then made all my 
Reflections. I am determin'd to ſuffer the ſame 
Fate with my Rivals, if Heaven hath not other- 
wiſe ordained for me. At this Diſcourſe, the 
King beat his Breaſt, rent his Cloaths, and tore 
the Hair from his Beard.

The Son of Timurtaſch was very ſenſible of the 
Friendſhip that the King of China expreſſed for 
him; but he anſwer'd him, Sir, allow me the 
Favour to expoſe my ſelf to the Danger from 
which you would diſſuade me: The greater the 
Danger, the more lovely it ſeems to me. I pro- 
teſt to you, the Princeſs's Cruelty ſpurs on my 
Love; and J take a Pleaſure to think that I ſhall _ 
perhaps be the happy Mortal who muſt triumph 
over this haughty Fair. In the Name of God, 
purſued he, let your Majeſty ceaſe to oppgle a 
Deſign, which my Glory, my Repoſe, and Life 
it ſelf, is bent to execute; for, in ſhort, I cannot 
live, if I obtain not Towrandofte, Altan Can, 
Rong Calaf unalterable in his Reſolution, was 
ſenſibly afflicted. Ah! _—_ Youth, ſaid he, 
thy Ruin is certain, ſince thou art ſo obſti- 
mate as to demand my Daughter. Heaven is my 
Witneſs that I have done all I could to inſpire 
rhee with more reaſonable Thoughts. Thou re- 
jecteſt my Counſel, and chuſeſt rather to die 
than follow it. I ſhall fay no more; thou wilt 
ſoon reccive the Reward of thy Folly. I con- 
ſent that you undertake to anſwer to Touran- 
dofte's Queſtions ; but before that, I will do you 
the Honour which I uſed to grant to Princes 
who ſeek my Alliance. At theſe Words, he cal- 
led the Captain of the firſt Corps of his Eu- 
nuchs, and order d him to conduct Calaf into 
the Apartment of the Prince, and to appoint 
two Hundred Eunuchs to wait on him. 

The Nogaian Prince was no ſooner got into 
the Palace, whither they had conducted him, 
but the principal Mandarins came to compli- 

ment 
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ment him, that is, they fell upon their Knees, 
bow'd down their Heads to the Ground, faying 
one after the other, The perpetual Servants of your 
illuſtrious Race come in this Manner to pay you their 
Dewoirs. Then they made him Preſents, and re- 
tir'd. Mean while the King, who continued his

learned of his Royal College, and ſaid to him, 


Doctor, there is in my Palace at this Time a 


new Prince, that demands my Daughter. I 
have left nothing undone to difſuade him, but 
havè not gain d my Ends. I would ſee if you 
with all your Eloquence can prevail with him 
to deſiſt: It is for that Reaſon I ſent for you hi- 
ther. The learned Man obey'd : He went to ſee 
Calaf,, and had; a. very long Intercourſe with 
him. He afterwards return'd to Altonn- Can, and 


ſaid to him, Sir, it is impoſſible to perſwade that 


young Prince: He is abſolutely bent to merit 
the Princeſs or die. When 1 found it was in. 
vain to pretend to overcome his Reſolution, I 
bad the Curioſity to ſee if his Obſtinacy bad 
any other Foundation than his Love. I ask d 
him about ſeveral various Subjects, and found 
Nur ſo well inſtructed and knowing, that I was 
urpriz d at it. He is a Muſſulman, and ap- 

rs to me perfect in every Particular that re- 
ates to Religion. In ſhort, to tell your Majeſty 
what rao I believe that if any Prince is 
able to anſwer the Princeſs's Queſtians, he can 
do it. O Sir! cryd the King, you rgolce me, 
with this Diſcourſe : Heaven grant. that. this 
Prince may be my Son- in-Law. As ſoon as he. 
appear'd before me, I felt à tender . 
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him : May he be more happy than the reſt, whe 
have periſh'd in this City! The good King Al- 
toun- Can was not content to make Vows alone 
for Calaf, he endes v our d to render propitious to 
him the Spirits; that preſide over Heaven, the 
Sun, and the Moon. For this Purpole he ap- 
pointed publick Prayers and ſolemn Sacrifices to 
be made in the Temples. They offer d by his 
Order a Beef to Heaven, a Goat to the dun, and. 
a Hog to the Moon. Beſides, he ordain d, that 
the ſeveral Fraternities] of Artiſans ſhould make 
a ſolemn Feaſt, and pray to Hęaven that the 
Prince, who ad preſented himſelf to demand 
the Princeſs, might have the good Fortune to 
obtain her. After Prayers and Sacrifices, the 
Chineſe Monarch ſent his Chancellor to the No- 
24ian Prince to inform him, that he was tg pre- 
pare next Day to apſ{wer the Princeſs s Queſtione, 
and to tell him they would not fai to conduct 
him to the Divan, and that the Perſons who 
were to compoſe that Aſſembly had received Or- 
ders to be there. l „ {0 9 . 
Tho Calaf had determin'd- with himſelf to 
y the Adventure, he could not ſpend the. 
Night wizhout Uneaſineſs; ſo that ſomelimes 
e took Courage from his Wit, and promis d 
himſelf a happy Succeſs: Sometimes-he loſt all 
Hopes, and repreſented. to his Imagination the 
. Diſgrace that would attend hiin, if his Anſwers 
did not pleaſe the Divan, He likewiſe thought 
lometimes of Almaza and Timurtaſch. Alas! 
laid he, if I periſh, what will become of my, 
Father and Mother. The Day. ſurpriz d him in 
this Confuſion. of Thoughts, and preſently he 
heard ſeveral Bells toll, with the Noiſe of. 
Drums. He judged this was to call ee 
Cl 
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eil together: Then, raiſing his Thoughts to Ma- 
bomet ; O grand Prophet! ſaid he; you who ſee 
the Condition in which I am, inſpire me. Shall 
Igo to the Divan? or tell the King, that the 
Danger diſcourages me? He had'no ſooner pro- 
nous the Words, but he perceiv'd all Fear 
vaniſh from him, and his Courage return. He 
then roſe and drefs'd himſelf with, a Caffetan, 
and a Robe of red Silk flower'd with Gold, 
which Altoun- Can had ſent him, with Shoos, and 
Stockings of blue Silk. Juſt when he had done 
dreſſing; fix Mandarins, booted, and cloath d 
in large Robes of a Crimſon Colour, enter d 
his Apartment, and after having ſaluted him 
aſter the ſame Manner as the Day before, they 
told him they came from tlie King, in order to 
conduct him to the Divan, which he permitted 
them to do. They croſs d one Court, marching 
betwrxt a double File of Soldiers; and when 
they were come into the firſt Council- Chamber, 
they found themſelves amidſt a thouſand Singers, 
and Inſtrumental Muſicians, who ſung and 
play d all together in Conſort, making a moſt 
_ aſtoniſhing Noiſe, from whence they advanced 
into the Chamber where the Council was held, 
and which had a Communication with the in- 
ner Palace. ehe | . 
All the Perſons, who were to aſſiſt at this Aſ- 
ſembly, were already ſeated under Canopies of 
various Colours, which were about the Cham- 
ber. The moſt conſiderable Mandarins were on 
one Side; the Chancellor, with the Profeſſors of 
the Royal College, on the other, and ſeveral 
learned Doctors had their Places aſſigned them. 
There were in the Middle two Thrones of Gold,

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the NVugaian Prince appeared, tlie noble and 
learned Judicature” ſaluted him with all the 
Marks of profound Reſpect, but without faying 
a Word, 71 being in Expectation of tlie 
King's Arrival, they obſerved a deep Silence, 
The Sun was juſt a riſing. When we could ſee 
the firſt Rays of that beauteous Light appear, 
two Eunuchs open'd on each Side the Curtains 
of the Gate of the inner Palace, and preſently 
the King came out, attended with the Princeſs 
Tourandocte, who wore a long Train of golden 
Tiſſue, and had a Veil of the ſame to cover her 
Face.

Queſtions. Tourandocte, at theſe Words, ſaid, 
I take the Prophet to, witneſs, thit I never

Princes: But why are they ſo, obſtinate as not 
to permit me to live quietly in my Palace, with- 
out coming to attempt my Liberty? Know 
then, bold Youth, added the, ſpeaking'to Cala, 
that you will have nothing to reproach me with, 
when, after the Example of your Rivals, you 
mult ſuffer a cruel Death; but that you your 
ſelf are the only Cauſe of your own Deltruction, 
fince I oblige you not to came and ask me in 
Marriage.

Misfortunes of Prince Calaf, who by his Virtues 
gain'd the Love and Eſteem of the Carizmians, 
He reigned a long Time, and peaceably over 
them, and, always charm'd with Tourandocte, he 
had a ſecond Son by her, who was after him 
Sultan of Carizme ; tor as for the Prince of 
China, Altoun Can brought him up, and made 
Choice of him for his Succeſſor. Timurtaſch and 
the Princeſs his Wife went and paſt the reſt of 


their Days at Aftracan ; and the Can of Berlas, 


after he had receiv d, both from them and their 
Son, all the Marks of Acknowledgment which 


his Generoſity deſerved, went Home to his Tribe 


wich the Remainder of his Troops.

That Slave did the like to the next; fo that all 
the Company ſerved themſelves with the ſame 
Spoon in their Turns, till they had emptied the 
Baſin. Then the fix old Slaves I already ſpoke 
of, ſet before us ſome fair Water in Cups of

After this Repaſt, we talk d as merrily as if we 
had been drinking Wine, or Brandy made of 
Dates. Cale Cairi, who by Chance er other- 
wiſe was placed over-againſt me, looked upon 
me ſmiling, and ſeem'd as if ſhe would have 
me underſtand, that ſhe forgave me my Rude- 
neſs to her in the Garden.

I cannet 
tell you how afflicted the was at your bein 
gone. O unhappy that I am ! cry'd the, withs 
out ceaſing, What avails it now that I facrificed 
all things to Love, if I muſt renounce Haſan for 
ever? We made all the Town be ſearch d for you. 
Chapour neglected nothing to find you, and when 
we had loſt all hopes of finding you, we went 
to Chiras. We travel!'d tqwards the Indus, be- 
cauſe we thought you might perhaps have taken 
your Courſe that Way; and we ſtop'd in all 
the Towns on the Banks of that River; our In- 


quury after you was as ſtrict as vain. One Day, 


going 
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going from one Town to another, although we 
were with a Caravan, a great Troop of Robbers 
beſet us, beat the Merchants, and robb'd them 
of their Commodities. They made themſelvez 
Maſters of us, took the Gold and Jewels they

At theſe Words, he order d 
the Grand Viſier to take away the Faquir, and 
to put him into the Executioner's Hands. 
While they were going to put that wicked 
Man to Death, Zelica and I caſt our ſelves at 
the King of Candahar's Feet. We wetted them with 
our Tears in Tranſports of Acknowledgment 
and Joy; we afſur'd him that we were ſenſible 
of his generous Bounty, and that we would ne- 
yer forget it. We went afterwards-out of his 
Apartment, with Chapour and Cale Cairi, and came 
to the Houſe where I had been taken into Cu- 
ſtody, but found it laid level with the Ground. 
Ihe King had order d that it ſhould be demo- 
liſh'd, and the Soldiers, that were commanded 
to do it, had executed their Orders with ſuch 
8 Diſpatch, chat all the Materials were already re- 
moved and carried elſewhere. They did not 
leave ſo much as one Stone. The Mob aſſiſted 
them alſo, ſo that the Goods were pillaged. 
Though the Princeſs and I were charmed to 
ſee our ſelves together again, and though we 
entirely loved one another, we could. not fot- 
bear being a little concerned at this Sight. That 
Houſe indeed was hired ready furniſh'd, and the 
Goods by conſequence did not belong to us; 
but Zelica had made Chapour carry a great many 
valuable things thither, that were not. reſpected 
inthe Plunder. We had but a little Money : We 
began to conſult with the Eunuch and Cale Cain 
about what we ſhould do; and after a long De- 
1 we thought it belt to go lodge at an 


We 
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We were juſt going to find one out, when an 
Officer of the King's came to us. I come, ſays 
he, from Firouzchah my Maſter, to offer you a. 
Lodging. The Grand Viſier will lend you a 
Houle of his near the Gates of the City, and: 
which is much finer than this that they have 
pulld down; you will be lodg'd very conve- 
niently there: I will, if you pleaſe, conduct: 
ou 3 take the Trouble to follow me. 
Ve went with him, and ſaw a Houſe that made 
a great Show, and was perfectly well built: 
The inſide anſwer' d. the out; it was magnificent 
and pleaſing. We found there above twenty 
Slaves, who told us their Maſter had. ſent them 
Orders to furniſh us plentifully with whatever 
we ſhould want, and to ſerve us as himſelf, as 

long as we would {tay with him. ; 
Two Days afterwards we received a Viſit 
from the Grand Viſier, who brought us from the 
King a prodigious Quantity of Preſents. There- 
were a great many Packets of Silk and Callico, 
with tweuty Purſes, every one with a thouſand. 


Sequins of Gold. We. found our ſelves a little: 


conſtrained in living in a. borrow d Howle, _and. 
the King's Preſents having put us in a Condi- 
tion to ſettle our (elves ellewhere ; we went in a 
little time with a Caravan ot Merchants of Ganda-- 
har, who were going to Bagdad, where wearti- 
ved with them, without. having met with auy. 
Accident on the Road. 

We went to live in my own Houſe, where 
we paſsd tome Days after. qur- Arrival to- reſt 
and recover out elves. from the Fatigues 
of ſo long a Journey. After that, I ſhew'd 
my ſelf in the Town, and enquird after my 
Friends. They, were. very much amazed to ſce 

mme. 
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me again: Is it poſſible, ſaid they to me, that | 
you thould be yet alive? Your Partners, who 


are come back, aſſured us you were dead. As 


ſoon as I heard that my-Jewellers were at Bag- 


dad, I ran to the Grand Viſier; I caſt my ſelf at 


his Feet, and related to him their Perfidiouſneſs. 


He ſent immediately to take both of them up; 
he order'd me to iuterrogate them in his Pre- 
ſence. Is it not true, ſaid IJ tothem, that-I wak'd 


when you took me in your Arms, that I askd 


you what you were going to do to ine; and that, 


without anſwering me, you flung me into the 
Sea through a Port-hole of the Veſſel? They an- 
ſwer'd, that for certain I muſt have dreamt ſo, 
and that I had thrown my ſelf into the Sea in 
my Sleep. | 
But why, ſaid the Viſier to them, did you 


make as if you did not know him at Ormus? 


They reply'd, that they had never ſeen me at 
Ormnus How, Traitors, reply'd he to them, 


with Threats in his Looks, What will you fay 


for your ſelves, when I ſhew you a Certificate 
from the Cady of Ormus, which proves the con- 


trary ? At theſe Words, which the Viſier ſaid 


only to try them, my Partners turn'd pale, and 


knew not what to anſwer. You change Coun- 
tenance, ſaid he to them, but you were beſt

Then they confeſs'd the whole Matter; and,

7 nothing, and. that they were as much ſurprized 

1 as 9 preſently to the Cady, who ſent 

i his Lieutenant to ſearch with all his Officers, 
but their Inquiries were in vain, and every one 
thought what they pleas'd of this tragical Ac- 
cident. 

For me, I judg d as a great many others did, 
that my Partners might well be the Authors of 
it; it threw me into ſo great an Affliction, that 
J fell ſick: I drag'd at Bagdad ſome languiſhing 
Days. I afterwards ſold my Houſe, and went 
to live at Monſel with all I had.

a Negroe of a Gigantick ſize, but ſo ugly and fo 
frightful, that he had more the Air of a Devil 
than of a Man. The Princeſs his Daughter was 
feated by him. She could not be leſs than thirty. 


She reſembled her Father in Size, and favoured 


him a little beſides. 


One of the principal Negroes that had taken 


us, oblig'd us to make low Bows to the black 
Monarch and his Daughter. Afterwards he gave 


him an Account of his happy Expedition. The 
King, after he had harken'd to him with Plea- 
ſure, expreſs d his Satisfaction at what he and 


the Companions of his Enterprize had done.

At theſe Words, ſhe charged the Negroes to 
conduct us to a Place in the Iſland where the 
Hand-Mills were, and not to give us a Moment 
of Reſt. This was done immediately. They 
compelled us to grind the Corn, and, as if that 
Occupation did not make us miſerable enough, 
they made us carry great Loads of Wood. Not 
being uſed to ſo ſevere a Labour, it was impoſ- 
ſible but that we muſt ſink under it. The Ne- 
groes, that kept us at work, ſometimes per- 
ceiring that we were ready to drop down, ask d 
us intultingly, it we had not yet a Deſire of 
becoming amorous. That Queltion, recalling to 
our Memories the Idea of our Ladies, inſpired 
us with new Vigour. We lik d rather to work 
at the Mill than to ſee them again.

He ſet up a hi- 
deous Howling, when he ſaw his Boat affoat 
and loofen'd from the Stake. He threaten d 
what he would do to us; but we valu'd nei- 
ter his Cries nor his Threats. We were al- 
ready in open Sea, and we had loſt Sight of ir 
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Iſle before the Night came on. 1 
Thanks to Heaven for our. Deliverance. We 
felt as great! Jey as if we had bren in a ſafe Har- 
bour. Tho we were at Sea withorit Proviſions, 
and that the . which carried us was 
every Moment in Danger of ſinking, we could 
think of nothing but our good Fortune in 5

ring elcapd out of the Negroes Hands. It 
ſtem d leſs hotrible to us to periſh by tlie Waves, 
than to be devour d by a Serpent.

We gatber'd fotne, eat, and 
found it extellent. A perfect Joy ſoon ſhccraty 
ed the Fright tharthe'Negtoes had put us in, ane 
liughing- at the very Things that had frighted 
us molt, we began to rally each other on the 
good Fortune we had deſpiſed. When we had 
taken a little Refreſhment, we ty'd our Boat'to 
2 Stake, and advanced farther into the Wand, 

I never ſaty a more agreeable Abode. It abound- 

el with Saunders and Wood of Alves, with 
Springs of freſh' Water, and all Forts o Fruit, 
as well as the moſt beautiful of Flowers. 

| What amaz'd us more was, that this Ifle, cho 

it was ſo pleaſant and fertile, ſeem d to us to be 
uninhabited,” How comes it about, ſaid I to 
Sued, that no body lives in this Iſle, we ſure art 
not the firſt that 'eyer came hither. | Others 
before us, without Doubt, have diſcover d it. 
Why then did they quit it? — Prince, an- 
ſwerd my Confident, ſince no body lives here,

- We, paſſed the Day in diverting our ſelves, 
and with walking up and down; and when the 


Night was come, we laid our ſelves down upon 


the Graſs, which was enamelled with a thou- 
{and Flowers, that breathed an agreeable Odour. 
We ſlept deliciouſly; but, when I waked, I was 
very-much.amaz'd to ſee my ſelf alone. I calld 
Saed ſeyeral:times; but he not anſwering me, I 
role to ſeek him; and after having run over a 
Part of the Iſland, I came back to the fame 
Place where I had paſſed the Night, imagining 
that perhaps he might be there. I waited for 
him in vain all that Day and the Night follow- 
ing. Then, deſpairing of ever ſeeing him again, 
I made the Air reſound with, my Complaints 
ok Groans. , Oh! my dear Saed, cry d I every 
oment, what is become of thee ?. While I en- 
joy d your Company, you aſſiſted me to bear the 
urden of my ill Fortune: You alleviated. wy 
roubles in partaking of them. By what Mis: 
fortune, or by what Inchantment, are you taken 
away from me? What Power more bar barous 
than the Negroes has ſeparated us?

1 could not comfort my ſelf for the Loſs of 
my Confident ;- and that which troubled. me 
molt. was, that 1 could not comprehend what: 
bad; happen d to him., Lfell into deep Deſpair, 
and refolved to periſh alſo in this Iſland. Iwill, 
Aid 1 to my ek, ſearch it over and over, and 
*ither find. Sad os Death. I went gs 7") 
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Wood which I faw ; and when I came to it, I 
diſcoverd in the Middle x Caſtle very well 
built, and ſuxrounded with large and very deep 
Ditches full of Water, and over which there 
was a Draw- Bridge that was down, I went 
over it, and came into a great Court that was 
paved with white Marble. 1 went towards 
a Door that ſeem d to lead into the chief Apart- 
ment. It was made of the Wood of Aloes. A 
great many Figures of Birds were emboſs'd upon 
it, and a great Padlock of Steel, made in the 
Shape of a Lion, 1 it ſhut.

I am the only Daughter of the King of Se- 
rendib, or the Iſland of Ceylan. One Day, as I 
was with my Women in a Caſtle that my Father 
had near Serendib, | took a Fanſy to bathe my 
ſelf in a white Marble Baſin that was in the 
Garden.

Ing, they were introduced into Hormoz's Cloſet, 


who related his Story to them thus. 
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The Story of King Hormoz, ſurnamed the 
King without Melaucholy. 


F IVE Years ago, having a Fanſy to travel. 


I ask'd leave. of the late King my Father, 
who granted my Requeſt. He appointed me 
a large Retinue, as well for my Safety, as that 
I might appear among(t Strangers, ſuitable to 


to the Dignity of my Rank. He open d his 


Treaſury, and gave me vaſt Sums of Money fot 
my Journey, with a great Quantity of Jewels 
It is fit, ſaid he, that a Prince ſhould leave, in 
every Place through which he paſſes, ſome To- 
kens of his Magnificence and Generoſity.

Thus, I poſted from Aſtracan with a pompous 
Equipage, we paſs d the Volga, the River Jar, 
and coaſting along the Caſpian-Sea, we arriv d at 
Fenghikunt ; from whence we came to Fund, 
then to Caracos,, and afterwards to Otrar. | 
fail'd not to purſue my Father's Maxims, all the 
Towns where I opt, felt the Effects of my 
Liberality, I was laviſh of my Preſents. In! 


Word, I return'd fully the Honours J receiv, 


and the leaſt Services that were done me. It h 
certain my Protuſtons made me be look d upd 
as an accompliſh'd, Prince. 

Amongſt the Circaſſian Lords who attended me 
there was one, who was my Governor, an 


whom I had a particular love for; his Name 
wi 
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was Huſſeyn, lie was a Man of a ſingular Merit; 
but that which pleas d me, perhaps above the 
reſt, was his Complaiſance for my Opinions. 
Inſtead of ſetting himſelf up for an ill -· natur d 
and importunate Cenſor, he ſhow'd a readineſs 
to obey my Pleaſure. Nay, he even ſtudied to 
be before-hand with my Inclinations: Inſomuch 
that he became my Confident, and I truſted him 
with all my Secrete. 

Huſſeyn, ſaid J one Day at Otrar, I am weary 
of travelling in the Quality of a Prince. The 
Honours that are paid me, begin to tire me, I 
enjoy not the Pleature which private Men taſte 
in Travelling, a thouſand Things eſcape me, b 
Reaſon I am burthen d with Grandeur, which 
will net always give me leave to fatisfie my 
Curioſity. I would fain paſs for a private Per- 
ſon, I would converſe with the People of the 
meaneſt Condition, and obſerve their Actions. 
Beſides, that this would divert me, I might 
perhaps improve my ſelf by it. 

The Complaiſant Hiſſeyn fail'd not to com- 
mend the Inclination that I had ſhewn; no- 
thing, ſaid he to me, is ſo Praiſe-worthy, as 
this: Defire of yours, and you may ſatisfie your 
ſelf when you pleaſe; Take your own Mea- 
ſures, my Prince, you have nothing to do, but 
leave your Retinue here; and we will proceed 
towards the City of Carizme like two Tra- 
vellers. | | 

I was charm'd with the agreeable Temper of 
my Governor, and gave him Orders to prepare 
every Thing for our Departure, which was ſoon 
done; ſor we wanted but two Horſes; we took 
a ſufficient Quantity of Gold and Jewels, and 
we patted from" Otrar, where we left all my 
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Train, with Orders to wait there for me. We 
paſſed the Faxartes, and, advancing into Zaga- 
thay, we arrived in Safety at the great City of 
Cariæme, where Clitch-Arſelan then reigned, 
[Clitch ſignifies a Sabre, and Arſelan a Lion] 
We went to lodge in an Inn,where they took us 
for no other than private Travellers. The next 
Morning after our Arrival, we had a Mind to 
ſee the City which we found anſwerable to the 
Idea we had conceived of its Magnificence. We 
ſtopt to look upon one Palace above all the 
reſt, which appear'd to be of a more ſingular 
Structure. It was not a body of a Houfe join'd 
to other Buildings, which ſerv'd as Wings to it; 
it was only a great Piece of Ground ſurrounded 
with low Walls, and in which, from Diſtance 
ro Diſtance, were built very high, but. narrow

Tbe Nymph, I adore, ſaid he, is the Tulip of 
Nature Garden : One may call her Mouth, a Cup 
of rich Cordial Wine: If ſhe ſmiles, ont would think 
they ſaw the Mother of Pearl; and if ſhe ſpeak, 
ber Words are Pearls that compoſe the Necklace 1 
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the Graces; the white Treſſes of her Hair are the 
Houſes of the Sun ; and her Fingers have ſerved jor 
Pencils, for the moſt celebrated Many to paint the 
vonderful Cabinet of China with. + 

- He uſed other Expreſſions as wild as theſe ; 
which made us too ſenſible his Brain was diſ- 
turbed. Heſſen, ſays I to my Governor, what 
think you of that Man there? I think, anſwer'd 
he, that his Poetry has turn'd his Brain, and 
wants Senſe as well as himſelt. 

After we had diverted ourſelves for ſome 
Time with theſe extravagant Verſes, which he 
continued to repeat; we left him engaged in the 
Praiſes of his Miſtreſs, and, approaching to a 
neighbouring Tower, our Ears were preſently 
ſtruck with the Voice of another Madman, who 
ſung theſe Words : O thou, nhoſe Beauty affords 
that Light to the Sun which is diffus'd in Cottages as 
nell as- Courts, know, charming Princeſs, that 1 
gide 4 gracious Reception to * Ray, nith which 
thou vonchſaſeſt to lighten my melancholy Cell. Alas ! 
I am a ruin d Building, and thou art the Architect: 


Jam 4 River that rouls inceſſantly its Waters 


towards the Sea of thy Perfeftions : Thou art 4 
Fountain of. - Life, and 1 am the right Way thither, 

Another Madman who was in the ſame Tower, 
excited 'without doubt by the Example ot this, 
fell a ſinging in another Tune: He complained ot 
the. Cruelty of a fair Lady to him, and begg d 
that Death might relieve him from his torment. 
Sir, then ſaid Huſſeyn, do you obſerve, That 
Love is the Subject of the Songs and Ravings © 
of theſe Madmen; for they all ſeem to be in 


Love. 


While my Governor was making this Re- 
llection, a Carixmian who by accident was ſtand-

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ing by, joining Converſation with us, ſaid; kt 


is not very extraordinary, that theſe mad Peo- 


ple talk of Love; for their Frenzy proceeds 
from thence. It is a Sign, added he, that you 
are Strangers, and that you have never been at 
Carixme before, if you are ignorant that theſe 
Men loſt their Senſes by ſeeing the Daughter of 
our Sultan. | 
The Carizmian, perceiving that his Diſcourſe 
occa ſion'd in us a great Surprize, ſaid, I tell 
you, I confels, a Thing hard to believe; never- 
theleſs, there is nothing more true, you need 
but ask the whole Town to be ſatisfied, all the 
World will affure you, that the Princeſs of 
Carizzzes Beauty bath produced this ſtrange 
Effect upon theſe unfortunate Wretches. | 
That Princeſs, purſued be, plays often at Pell- 
Mell in publick, ſhe is then without her Veil, and 
— ſeen. But woe to thoſe who Ray to 
look upon her, for they find ſuch Flames in her 
Eyes, as become fatal to them. Some fall into 
languiſhings, and die with Deſpair, that they 
can not poſſeſs what they love; and others loſe 
their Reaſon.

this manner, we ſaw a Crowd coming from the

Yonder, ſaid I, are ſome more 
Madmen that are bringing hither. Yes, fail 
the Carixmian, the Princeſs Razia Beghume is 
playing at Pell-mell to Day. He had no ſooner 
done ipeaking, but I left him fomewhat ab- 
ruptly; Huſſeyn followed me, and obſerving 
that I walk d haftily, asxd me, why 1 went

The ill Opinion they at firſt had conceiv'd of 
me, had undoubtedly a great Part in the Ap-

After having danced for ſome Time, I took 
the Gardiner's Tambour, and pleas'd the whole 
Aſſembly as well as T had done the Grand Viſier 
the Day before. T obſerved a Satisfaction in the 
Eyes of that Miniſter, which increas'd in Pro- 
portion, as his Maſter, whom he look d con- 
ſtantly upon, ſeem d to be more pleas d. They 
brought me a Harp, a Lute, a Viol, and a Flute, 
E play'd upon thote four Inſtruments one after 
the other ſo well, that the Sultan was charm'd 
with my Muſick. 
He order'd ſome body to bring him inſtantly 
a Purſe of a thouſand Sequins of Gold: He 
made it be laid before me: I open'd 1t preſently, 
and taking out the Pieces of Gold, I diſtributed 
them to the Muſicians.

I parted from Carizme the ſame Day, and took 
the Road of Otrar with my Governour, where 


I found all my Retinue, who began to be out 


of Patience for my Return, though I had 
not been long gone from them. I declar'd to 
them upon my Arrival that I wou'd return im- 
mediately to Circaſſia; and the Circaſhans, who 
deſired nothing more than to ſee their Wives and 
Children again, were tranſported with my De. 
ſign. In ſhort, 1 (aid but fix Days at Orrar, 
I ſet forward, and advancing a ſmall Day'sJour- 
ney towards Afracan, I met with a Courier that 
my Father had ſent, and by which he acquaint- 
ed me that he was fallen ſick, that he thought 
he had not long. $0 live, and that I ſhould loſe 
no time, if I had a Mind to lee him alive, and 
embrace him once more before he died. 

Upon this News, which gave me great Af- 
Hiction, I haſten'd to Court, but oh! the fad 
Reward of my Diligence! Alas! I came only 
Joon. e to aſſiſt at a Spectacle that piercd 
wy very Heart! I found my Father in his laſt 
ents; I preſented wy ſelf before him, | 
came near to the Bed, took one of his Hands, 
bath d it with my Tears, and giving way to the 
gender Emotions which Nature inſpired ; O my 

ather! cry'd I, in whata Condition do I find 

ou? Can 1 ice you thus, without dying for 

Grief ? At theſe Wards, which powerfully mo-

Why, ſaid I, mult 
I renounce her? Huſeyn anſwer d me, Sir, tis

of the Sultan, who, to preſerve his Country, hath 

en obliged to ask Peace of his Enemy, and to 
romiſe him the Princeſs.

This News had like to have made me Joſe my 
Senſes. - I complained of my Fate in ſuch Terms, 
that Huſſeyn was afraid I ſhould run mad. 1 
was not ſatisfied to afflict my ſelf with Grief, 
but 1 fell ſick, and I cannot apprehend how I 
recovered from that Sickneſs; for my Mind was 
always in fuch a Diſpoſition, as could not con-

Tho my Health was reſtored to me, my Heart 
was not nevertheleſs at reſt ; I wagalways taken 
up with the Princeſs of Carizme : I fanſied her 
in the Arms of a happy Husband, and that 
cruel Image inceſſintly — my repoſe. 
Heyn, imagining that a new Beauty might 
diſplace Raxia from my Heart, made inquiry 
after the fineſt Slaves, He fill d my Seraglio 
with them! Superfluous Care! Twas in vain, 
that his Zeal had gathered a Thouſand Objects 


full of Charms; for none of them could wean 


my Aﬀections from Razia Begbume. 0 
While Haſſeyn was to no Purpoſe experiment- 
ing upon me tlie Force of all the Beauties of, 
Ala, my Grand -Viſier told me one Day, that 
there were lately built near the Gates of Atrucan, 
very fine Baths. The Waters, ſaid he, are very 
clear and pure. They are adorn'd with tke belt 
Marble Pillars, and the fineſt Baſins in the 

n World 
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World. All the City runs in Crowds to admire 
theſe Baſins ; and, what is more ſurprizing, no 
body knows of their Building. They were ſeen 
all of a ſudden juſt as they are, and this is 
what they know of them. 
I was much aſtoniſh'd at this Relation, I had 
the Curiofity to go and judge my ſelf of x 
Thing that appear'd fo like a Prodigy: I went 
Incognito to the Baths with my Grand- Viſiter, 
and my Surprize increaſed, when I conſider d 
the Structure and Magnificence of the Building; 
beſides that all was neat and well contrivd, 
I obſerved, that the young Men, who waited ta 
ſerve the Bathers, were very handſome and well 
ſhap'd ; but that which was more extraordinary, 
was, that they were ſo alike, we could net di- 
Ringuiſh one from the other. | 
The Maſter of the Baths, who was a Man of 
about fifty Years old, and of a very good Aſpect, 
took great care to fee that there was good At- 
tendance. After Bathing, they drank the moſt 
delicate Liquors, and all the World went away 
well ſatisfied. When I was return'd to my 
Palace, I diſcours'd with my Courtiers concern- 
ing theſe Baths where they had all been. I askd 
their Thoughts about them, and not being ſatiſ- 
fied with what they ſaid of them, I reſolved to 
ſend to ſeek out the Man who had built them, 
and to have a Conference with him.

I gave him, began to launch out in my Praiſe, 
and expreſs'd himſelf with ſo much Eloquence, 
that it raiſed my Admiration, and that of all 
my Courtiers. His Entertainment was ſo agree- 
able, and I took ſuch Pleaſure therein, that I 
thought no more of the Subject, about which I 
ſent to find him out. However, it came into 
my Mind, and I faid to him, Great Philoſo- 
pher ; for it is eaſie to judge you muſt be one 
of the moſt knowing in the World, I have a 
Requeſt to make you: Do me the Favour to tell 
me ſincerely, and hide nothing from me ; How 
did you build ſuch ately Baths ? How is it 
poſſible that you ſhould make ſo beautiful a 
Work at the Gates of Aſtracan without any 
Body's perceiving it. | 

Sir, anſwered he, I have at my Service for- 
ty Workmen, all able and experienced, but 
each of them of greater Ability, and more Ex- 
perience one than the other. I can by their 
Aſſiſtance, in leſs than a Day, build much finer 
Baths than thoſe. All theſe Workmen are 
dumb, but they underſtand what you mean; 
there 1s no need of ſpeaking, when you would 
command any Thing to be done, by the leaſt 
Sign or Geſture that you make, they under= 
ſtand your Intention. You need but look upon 
them, and they read by your Eyes what you 
would have ; if your Majeſty would have them 
brought hither, and give them any Orders, they 
will execute them in a Moment. 

I had too great a Deſire totry, if what he

had no ſooner declard my Iutention, but 
they all diſappear d: In a Moment after wards,

Colours, and other Neceſſaries for the Building 
of a Bath. They began to work, and gave me 
not Time enough to be weary with ſeeing them 
build. While ſome work'd with ſuch quick 
that I bad Buſtzeſs enough to follow it with 
my Eye, others went and brought Materials 
with the ſame Diligence, In ſhort, in the Space 
of ſome Hours, the Bath was finiſh'd. Never

I. born in a Town call'd Afhana; I was no 
ſooner out of my Childhood, but my Pa- 
tents ſent me to begin my Studies in the Univer- 
ſity of Becara: I tirlt learned the Alcoran, and 
found my ſelf fo apt to learn, that I was'grown 
à good Scholar at ten Years ot Age: They taught 


me Arithmetick; then they made me read 
Euclid, after which, Lapplied my ſelf to the Ma- 


thematicks; I alſo gave iy ſelf to the Study of 
Philoſophy, Medicine, and Divinity. . 
made ſuch a Progreſs in all the Sciences, 
that I acquired a very great Reputation in a little 
Time: 1 had not yet attain d to my twentieth 


Year, when my Name'was known from the Banks 


of the River Gibon to the Mbuth of the Indus. © 


One Day 1 departed with my Father, to go to 


Samarcande, where ſome Affairs calld him. 1 


went 
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Tons of my Acquaintance, who fail'd not to 
ſpeakof me very advantageouſly. The Praiſes that 
ey ſpread every where abroad of me, reached 


 »- at length the Ears of the Grand-Viſter, who 


deſired to ſee me: He was ſo ſatisfied with my 
Converſation, that he propoſed to me to ſtay at 
Samarc ande with him. I conſented, and inſi- 
nuated my ſelf ſo well into his Mind, that he 
would do nothing without conſulting me. 

That Miniſter did not live long, but I loſt in 
him only a Man that lov'd me: My Fortune in- 
creaſed, and the King took the ſame Friendſhip 
for me, that the Viſier had done. He conferrd 
the Government on me, and in Time,the Place of 
his firſt Miniſter becoming vacant, it was offer'd 
me, and I accepted it. 

Though I did all the Service of a Grand- 
Viſiter, 1 found out Time beſides for Study; but 
the Ardour I had for reading, not being fatisficd 
with certain Hours in the Day, ſet apart for 
that Purpoſe, I took a Reſolution to quit all 
Affairs. The King would not give me leave 
without ſome Trouble, he was fo well ſatisfied 
with my Miniſtry : He would not however, 
oppoſe or thwart my Deſigns, but had the 
Goodneſs to conſent that I ſhould reſign my 
Imploy, on condition that I would not remove 
far from the Court.

I was already a 
good Cabaliſt, when there arrived at Sa- 
marcande an Embaſlador, ſent by Contbeddin King 
of Caſchgar.

They praiſed Avicene and Fazel- to ſuch a 
Degree, that my Matter reſolved to demand 

tbem of your Majeſty for a little while, he de- 
fires paſſionateſy to ſee them both: 1 tntreat you, 
Sir, to {end them to him: He would hear them 
ſpeak and judge-of their Knowledge, for he is a 
Prince of a great deal of Wit, and has beſides a 
Tincture of all the Sciences. | 
Thus ſpoke the Embaſſador, and preſently 
the King of Samarcande ſent ſar Fazel and my 
ſelf, and ſaid to us: The King of Caſchgar hath 
a deſite to ſee you two, and to have ſome Con- 
verſation with you: 41 think we ought not to 
refuſe him that Satisfaction. Sir, replied Faxel, 
tis for! you to command, and us to'obey : For 
my Part, I will do whatever you pleaſe. I kept 
Silence, and it was eaſy to judge by my Coun- 
tenance, that the Journey to Coſehe ar was not 
agreeable to me. Upon which the King ſaid, 
And you Adicene, you make ho Anſwer? It 
looks as if this Embaſſy gave you fome Unea- 
ſineſs.

deed ſome Repugnance to do what was re- 
quired of me. Then Fasel repreſented to me, 
that if we refus'd to ſatisfie the Curiofity of 
Combeddin, that Monarch might perhaps draw an 
111 Conlſequence from it, and think that we were 
not ſuch able Men as we were reported. That, be- 
ſides; Princes were Maſters 4n fome Meaſure of 
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our Reputation; and that to ruin us, they 


need but write to our Diſadyantage into foreign 


Countries; that therefore, to preſerve our Glory, 
it would be belt to ſubmit to the King of Caſch 
gar's Pleaſure. 

This Diſcourſe of Fazel's ſery'd only to miſe 
my Paſſion.

Know, that the Reaſon why I ſtay in this Court, 
is, becauſe I love my Sovereign. Were it not 
for the Friendſhip. 1 ve for him, and which 
he repays with a thouſand Bounties, I had left 
the Court long ago; to have lived in ſome Cor- 
ner of the World, free from all manner of De- 
pendance. As for you, who. have not yet got 
above the World, and and in need of the Pro- 
tection of Kings, you wou d EI in the Right to 
go and manage Courbeddin ; he wall be ſo well 
pleaſed with, yqur. Kgomledge, or at leaſt your 
Complaiſance, as Aff. to write to your ewe 
dice 1 foreign Countries. 

1 faw at theſe Words, a Rage ſparkle in the 
Eyes of Fazel, w 1 5 he had wy little trouble 
to contain, The King too, en it, and 
bring willing to hinger the. Diſcourſe from 
riſing higher; e ſaid he to me, „beg

Puiffant Monarch of the World, replied I to- 
the King of Samarcande, ſince you tell me tis 
your Pleafure that I ſhou'd go to Caſchgar, 1 
will no more refule it; I am ready to go.

The King ſeem'd charm'd with the Deference I 

paid him. He cloth'd the Embaſſador with a

Faxzel Aſphahani was a Man much of my Age;

Ho- 
nours we could do in that Place, I divided 
amongſt all the Slaves, the Money which the 
King of Samarcande had given to Fazeb and my 
ſelf, for our Expences during the Reſidence we 
were to makeat Caſchoar, and ſet them at Liberty, 
Go, ſaid I to them, where you pleaſe, and 
Jeave me alone in theſe Mountains.

As for my ſelf, when they were all gone, I 
remain d fome time behind to bewail over the 
Grave af Fare!

I reflected .then on 
whiat I were beſt to do. I would not purſue 
my Road towards Caſchgar, nor return to 
Samarcande. I took a Fanly to travel all alone, 
and run through the World. I went to Uzkun, 
from thence to Copende.; and leaving, chat Ciry; I

as faſt as they can, and haſten out again to carry ; 
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As I was walking in that ſpacious City, 1 
heard on a ſudden a great Noiſe, and ſaw at the 
ſame Time the People in an Uproar : The Tradel-. 
men hurry'd out of their Shops, and mix'd with 
the other Inhabitants. All was in ſuch Confu- 
ſion, that one would have (worn that ſomething 
conſiderable had juſt happen'd, or was then 
tranſacting. And the Cauſe of all this Com- 
8 was a publick Cryer, who went thro' 
the City, and every quarter of an Hour pro- 
claimed aloud, O you that love Learning, know 
that to Morrow. the 8 will be open. . 

As ſoon as 1 had heard theſe Words, I re- 
ſolved to follow the Cryer, to have ſome Diſ- 
courſe with him in particular about this Cavern.

cauſe the Gates open not till a Year after. 

They ſay, continued he, that it was the wiſe 
Chec-Chehabeddin who made this Cavern to keep 
all his Books in, as well thoſe which he com- 
pos d, as thoſe that he had collected in the World. 
All his Life long, or at leaſt towards the latter 
End of his Days, he ſpard nothing to amaſs to- 
gether the moſt curious Books ; and ſuch was 
the Fruit of his Inquiries, that he found above 
twenty thouſand Volumes which treat of the 
Philoſophers Stone, of the Manner of ſearching 
for, and diſcovering of, Treaſures.

I heard very attentively the Cryer, who ad- 
ded, that the ſage Chec Chehabeddin, for the Secu- 
rity of the invaluable Pledges he had depoſited 
in the Cavern, compoſed a Taliſman, whoſe Vir- 
tue was fuch, that the Gates, tho' only made 
of Wood of Saunders, could not be open'd or 
broken by any Means or Force whatever. 

This Precaution; fays I to the Cryer, ſeems to 
be uſeleſs; for alt the World having the Liberty 
to enter once a Year into the Cavern, and carry 
away what Books they pleaſe, they may be all 
taken away, and I am ſurpriz d they are not all 
gone already.

I 
leave it to you to imagine the Pleaſure it was to 
me to know. all theſe Particulars, and whether I 
formed a Deſign of going the next Morning into 
the Cavern with the Curious. I did not only pro- 
poſe to go in, but reſolved at the ſame Time to 
ſtay there after the others, and to expoſe my ſelf 
to all that might happen. I was too well vers'd 
in the Myſteries of the Cabaliſts to apprehend 
any Danger from Spirits. I went preſently from 
the City, and walked for ward towards the Caſ- 
pian Sea.

Any Man, who did not know as chats as my 
ſelf, would "have been at a Loſs in theſe dark 
Abodes; but I was not ignorant of Ways how 
to diſpel the Darkneſs. I began by PS {oo to 
my Power the Spirits which had the Govern- 
ment of this wondrous Library; and when I 
had ſubjected them by the Force of m Con- 
jurations, I order d them to paß w. 1ghts,' 
and to take Care that the Cavern was always 
kept illuminated. 

"Thee Spirits, which are always very chetient | 
when a Man who! 1 fear commands them 
to do an Ming b ent and returned in an In- 
fant, wi Fore Lights than' were neceſſery to 
have i glied "fix Caverhs as large as this, tho it 
was a very great one. I thought they 6 ſtol'n 
all the * in the City of Carizme, 1 never 
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law a finer Illumination than this, which they 
made to celebrate my Entrance into that Place. 
They ſtuck up Lamps throughout the whole 
Cave, ſet a 'vaſt Number along the Shelves, 
and ſtudded the Vault with them in ſuch a 
Manner, that it reſembled the Canopy of the 
Heavens deck d with Stars. They ſerved me be- 
yond my Wiſhes. e 

It was then that I apply d my ſelf to the reading 
of ſeveral very curious Books.

At theſe Words, he cauſed a Scaffold to be 
erected before his Palace, and Huſſenn was 
brought thither to receive the Blow of Death in 
Sight of- the People of Carizme, aſſemb led to et 
the Execution: But Haſſeyn,- at the very lame 
Moment that the Executioner lifted up his Arm 
to cut off his Head, was carried inte the Air 
and diſappear d, which cauſed no leſs Wonder 
in the Sultan than in all the Spectators. 
Ihe Sultan of Cærixme judging right, that the 


lame Power, whictrhad carried away his Daugh- 
ter, came to deliver Huſſ&gz from his Puniſſ- 


ment, grew more enraged, and ſaid, Let all the

The 
Guards ran preſently:to the Place here Huſſeyn 
ged, but could not find one Perſon of his 
etinue ; they had been all convey d away at

happen d. Huſſeya, who appear d ſuddenly, to 


me, and related it, told me, that the King of 
Candabar and the Sultan of Carizme were prepa- 
ring. to come and lay waſt my Dominions of 
Cincaſſia. He had ſcarce inſorm d me of the De- 
Gen of, thote two Princes, when Avicene came. 
and joined our Converſation, © We all three 
laugh d heartily; at. the. Aſtoniſhment he filld 
the City of Carizme. with, in yon 
off.

were going to make againſt me; and the Philo- 
ſopher, perceiving — the Preparations. of my

me for it. Sir, ſaid he, what are you afraid of, 
ſince | am with yquf They will make very uſes 
leſs Efforts to ruin you, ag long as I am in your 
Intereſt, It all che People of Iadoſan, thoſe of 
4 on the. Mogy!,! ſhould join with your 
Enemi against you, I could confound them, 
and make you triumph. The Sultan of Carizme

1 Philoſopher for the Alyſtance be 
7 mez N d to ſee my Affairs in 
eh. Wood ke nat far from apprehending any 
oy from the King of Candahar and the Sul- 
an, wih d that they were already paſeg the 
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Fuga. My Wishes were ſbon accompliſhd; 
for thoſe Princes, without loſing Time, ad- 
vanced 'towatds my Dominians. They coalted 
along the Coſpian Sea, and after having: left be- 
hind them the Place where the Favarter diſ- 
charges it ſelf, they came up to the River Jaic, 
when the [Noiſe af their Approach diffusd a 
-Conſternation in Aſtracan. As I confided intire- 
hy upon Avicene, and follow'd his Advice, 1 
raiſed but few Troops. My People, having no 
Hopes to reſiſt ſuch a formidable Enemy as was 
coming to attack us, and whoſe Number was 
increaſed by Rumour, imagin'd already that 
Greaſſia muſt be ſack d, and the City of Afra- 
can abandon d to the Flames. 

On the other Side, the Enemy, being informed 
that I had but few Troops to oppoſe them, 
could mot perſuade themſelves that I would have 
the Courage to face them. Thus they-continu'd 
their March, believing that they might penetrate 
the Country to the very Capital without bein 
obliged to fight. They fanſied the Ruin 0 
my Kingdom already accompliſh d, and their ſafe 
Return home laden with Riches. The Event 
however di ſappointed their Aſſurance, and de- 
ceived their Expectatioonss. 
- Avicene kept his Word with me, and needed 
only to imploy one of his Secrets to deliver my 
Dominions from the Dangers that threaten d 
them. We plac'd our ſelves both of us at the 
Head of my Army; we paſs'd the Volga, and 
ſtopt when we came within two Leagues 
of the Enemy. Then the Philoſopher fow'd a 
Diſcord betwixt the two Kings, and the Quar-

But he had no great Reaſon to 
boaſt of the Victory, ſince he had ſo few Men 
left, that they were in no Condition to oppoſe 
us. When we came before them, we ſurround- 
ed them, and they were forced to yield to Ne- 
ceſſity. The Sultan ſurrender'd himſelf, and 1 
brought hun; Priſoner to Aſfr ara. 
He had Reaſon to be ſatisfied with the Man- 
ner of my treating him: He receiv'd all Sorts of 
Honours in my Court. I ſpar d nothing to ap- 
peaſe his Reſentment, and I gaind my Point: 
But that which I believe contributed more than 
all the reft, was the good Character which the 
Princeſs bis Daughter gave of me. She gave him 
an Account of all the Reſpe& which I had 
ſhewn to her, of and the particular Care I took 
to divert her: But above all, (he praisd my 
modeſt Behaviour towards her, in which I had 
never tranſgreſſed. He was pleas d with all this, 
and bo laſt conſented that I ſhould be his Son · 
in-Law. | $9204 S106, 
And now all Things turn d to Joy: Magni- 
ficent Rejoycings were made to celebrate my 
Marriage: The Court and the City rejoyc d a 
whole Lear together; or rather, to ſpeak truer, 
they have done ſo ever ſince to this Day. Circh+ 
Arſelan, after our Nuptials, which was ſome 
Conſolation, for his Defeat, returned to his own 
Kingdom; but before his Departure, he had ſe- 


veral times convers d with Avicene, whom he 


look d upon no more as a Sorcerer. He not on- 
Iy pardon d that Philoſopher for the taking 
away of his Daughter, but beg'd. his Fad: 
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ſhip, which he obtain d, and I know not_whe- 


er he went away more content at the having 
Nin d ſuch a Friend as Avicene, or for leaving 
Razia 1n fo agreeable Circumſtances; 

I had no ſooner married that Princeſs, but ſhe, 
hying aſide her Haughtineſs, aſſured me, that 
ſhe loved me; that her Love increaſed from Da 
to Day ; and, in ſhort, we liv'd in a perfed 
Harmony, when, all at once, the ſame Perſon 
who had been the Author of our Happineſs, 
COS aff and made our Condition worthy | 

ity. 

Avicene, in ſpite of all his Learning, was 
ſeizd with a fetal Paſhon, which he receiv'd 
from Razia's Eyes, and which ts at this Day all 
the Misfortune of my Life. To fhew the Philo- 
fopher the great Regard I had for him, I permit- 
ted him-to ſee and talk with the Queen every

him, with a forrowful Countenance, conſider 
with your ſelf, and trtumph over the Sentiments 
you have expreſſed to me. Such a Triumph 
ought to be more eaſily gain by you than ano- 
ther: Think of the Friendſhip and Deference 


the King has for you: Ought you not to place 


your Aﬀections elſewhere ? That Prince adore 
me. I love him tenderly, and can love none 
but him. - Forbear, I beſcech you, to diſturb an 
Union that you your ſelf have formed. 

The Sweetneſs with which ſhe treated the 


Philoſopher, only ſerved to-make him a

He continued to ſpeak of his Love, and urged 
his Suit ſo home, that the Queen at laſt loſt alt 
Patience. She reprov'd his Inſolence, and re- 
roach'd his Raſhneſs with an Air ſo hierce and 
haughty, that he was offended at it. He was 
naturally violent, and his Love changed into 
Hatred: From a ſoft paſſionate Lover, he became 


. a jealous furious one ber looking on the Queen 


with a threatening Eye; Ingrateful! ſaid he, 
think not that I will permit thee to deſpiſe my 
Love without puniſhing thee for it : Thou ſhalt 
have Caule to remember long your Diſdain: I 
will wound thee in the moſt ſenſible Part.

The Queen was frighted at theſe Threats, but 
felt not in her ſelf any Change. She imagined 
that Avicene ſatisfied himſelf to terrify her, and 
it was not till after ſhe had twice or thrice 
loſt her Senſes at my Approach, that ſhe per- 
ceived her ſelf, that the Condition in which 
you now have ſeen her, was the Work of the 
Philoſopher. This 1s the fatal Charm which 
diſturbs the Repoſe of my Life. Nevertheleſs, 
as unfortunate as I am, I ought yet to return 
Thanks to Heaven that Avicene hath not taken
